‘Inquiry Into All Combinations. 

When the five members of the commission 
arrived in Chicago last night it developed 
that the inquiry into the proposed merger 
of the Great Northern, Northern Pacific, and 
Ghicago, Burlington and Quincy railways 
under the control of the Northern Securities 
company was only the beginning of an in- 
vestigation which will include all the recent 
combinations formed by various lines. Ul- 
timately the commission will subpcena offi- 
cials connected with the Union and Southern 
Pacific lines, recently formed in a close al- 
liance, and officers of, the Pennsylvania, Bal- 
timore and Ohio, and the Chesapeake and 
Ohio.companies. * 

It also developed “with the arrival of the 
members of. the: commission that an ex- 
wage of possible results 

¢. by the. formation of 


under consideration. When the Northern 
Securities company was formed the commis- 
sion felt that the time for the inquiry had 
arrived. 


Will Take Up Merger Tomorrow. 

* Our investigation into the recent com- 
binations of raliroads,” said a member of 
the commission, ‘‘ will begin tomorrow. We 
will have before us some of the officials of 
the companies reperted to have gone through 
the process of being merged. We shall en- 
deavor to learn from them what effect the 
consolidation will have on interstate traffic. 
| If we are not successful in getting the desired 
information here in Chicago it is possible 
' that we will go to Washington or New York 
and summon Morgan, Harriman, and Hill 
before us. We should be able to get the in- 
formation we desire from the men who are 
understood to have formed these combina- 
tiohs.”’ 

Ample Power, Says Fifer. : 

“The Interstate Commerce commission 
has ample power under the twelfth section 
of the act creating it to inquire into the pos- 
sible effect on rates of gigantic rail combi- 
nations,’ said former Governor J. W. Fifer 
of the commission. ‘‘ Our work here will be 
in the nature of an inquiry, there being no: 
formal complaint before us. Weare charged 
with keeping ourselves informed on the rate 
situation as affecting interstate traffic, 
hence our plan of action.” 

‘There is a popular’ misconception as to 
the scope of our authority,’”’ said Martin A. 
Knapp, chairman of the commission. ‘‘ Under 
the fifth section of the interstate commerce 
act we are charged with preventing pooling 
and, under the twelfth section, we are re- 
quired to keep in touch with the railway sit- 
uation in so far as it will affect rates on in- 
terstate traffic. We are charged with ad- 
ministrative duties, although our proceed- 
ings assume judicial form. Either a specific 
complaint may be filed before us or we can 
carry on our own investigation. In this case 
we are proceeding under the latter power.”’ 

The members of the commission arrived 
at the Palmer House last night, the,others 
besides Chairman Knapp and former Gov- 
ernor Fifer being J. D. Clements, J. D. Yeo- 
mans, and Charles A. Prouty. W. A. Day, 
counsel for the commission, is also here. 

The commission will begin its work today 
in the federal courtroém in the Monadnock 
Building, but the inqu into railroad com- 
binations will not begin until tomorrow, 


Ask for Writ in Merger Case. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 6.—[Special.]—At- 
torney General W. B. Douglas of Minne- 
sota, Assistant Attorney General George P. 
Wilson, and M. D. Nunn, a lawyer of St. 
Paul, arrived here today and will in the Su- 
preme Court tomorrow make an appeal fora 
writ of mandamus to have the court de- 
termine whether it has original jurisdiction 
in the case of the Northern Securities com- 
pany which proposes .to consolidate the 
three great railroads of the Northwest. 

If the court decides that it has original 
jyrisdiction an appeal will be made for an 
order against the securities company re- 
straining it — carrying the consolidation 
into effect. 

If the court holds it ddes not have original 
jurisdiction, then those who are conducting 
the fight against this organization will have 
to begin the case in the lower couru and 

bring. it up through the ordinary channels; 
but in the meanwhile, ‘of course, the combi- 
effect... . 

The: company claims the Supreme Court 
has no jurisdiction and that any action 
against it must originate in a court in New 
Jersey. _ 

Attorney General Douglas and his assist- 
ants were in consultation this afternoon 
with members of the Interstate Commerce 
commission, and following a discussion of

GERMAN EXPERT SEES DANGER 
TO FOREIGN BUILDERS.

or, Sent to United States to Inspect | 


Shipbuilding Plants, Says Material 
for Construction Is Cheaper Here 
than in Any Other Country, buat That 
Workmen Are Paid the Highest 
Wages in the World, 


[BY CABLE TO THD CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, Jan. 6.——Lieutenant Tijard 
Schwartz, the naval constructor sent to the 
United States by the imperial marine staff, 
reports that the American shipbuMlers are 
** striving with all the means at their com- 
mand to put their industry in a position to 
compete successfully with the long-estab- 
lished English builders, on the one hand, and 
with the younger but rapidly developing 
shipbuilders of Germany.”’ 

Lieutenant Schwartz declares that ma- 
terial for the construction of stéel shifis is 
cheaper in the United States than in any 
other country. He says American workmen 
are the best in the world and earn wages 


80 to 60 per cent. higher than those paid in 


Great Britain, and 100 per cent higher than 
the wages paid on the continent, and says 
that wWage bills in the United States are 
counterbalanced by economical processes of 
machinery which are not found in European 
yards. ; 

As Cheaply as in England. 

Herr Schwartz reports that, notwithstand 
ing the wages paid, freighters are being built 
on the great lakes as cheaply as tramp 
steamers are built in Great Britain. 

He says that the most striking difference 


between German and American shipyards | 


is found in the use of pneumatic boring, ham- 
mering and riveting machines and pneu- 
matic cranes in the United States. 


Progress in Chicago Yards. 

The investigator saw seventy-five pneu- 
matic machines working at once in the yards 
of an American shipbuilding company in Chi- 
cago, although only two ships were on tHe 
stocks. He says that British shipbuilders 
are arranging to obtain these pneumatic ma- 
chines from the United States, 

Herr Schwartz reports that the new con- 
solidation of shipbuilding companies in the 
United States is the largest and richest ship- 
building concern in the world, and he says 
that it will devote its resources to economic 
shipbuilding, to reducing the present method 
of obtaining material to uniformity, and to 
the centralization of ship construction and 
its management, 


Price Fluctuations Detrimental. 

The one thing complained of in the United 
States, he says, is the fluctuation in the prices 
of material, which makes competition with 
foreign shipbuilders difficult. Lieutenant 
Schwartz says in this connection-that with- 
in four months the prices of shipbuilding 
materials in the United States have flucttu- 
ated 200 per cent from a lack of stability of 
the market, and that this.is the principal 
reason why some American shipbulilders are 
combining with the steel producers, . 


GIRL. THOUGHT TO BE DEAD 
COMES TO LIFE IN COFFIN. 


Mine-Year-0ld Daughter of George | 


St. Joseph, Mich., Jan. 6.—[Special.]— 
Camille Chamberlain, 9-year-old daughter 
of (Mr. and Mrs. George Chamberlain, at 
Hartford, Mich., escaped being buried alive. 
today by returning to’ consciousness in her 
coffin while the last preparations for her 
funeral were being made. 

The little girl was pronounced dead last 
Saturday after a long illness of acute 
Bright’s disease. All arrangements were 
made for her burial. The grave in the ceme- 
tery had been prepared, the child placed in 
her coff}n, and the plans for the services at 
the house announced. 

Almost as the friends of the family were 
gathering for the funeral the child showed 
signs of returning to life. She was hastily 
removed from her coffin and the physicians 
summoned. Later she returned to full con- 
sciousness. 

Word received from Hartford by telephone 
tonight says the little girl is growing weak- 
er and that her death is momentarily ex- 
pected.

Frederick H. Fox, a merchant at 53 River 
street, was arrested yesterday charged with 
failing to pay a dinner bill of $95 at the Audi- 
torilum Anmex café.

PARLIAMENT, SCORES POET. 


Says Criticism of Army Comes Late 
from Man Who Formerly Praised 
What He Blames Now—Speaker in 
Chicago to Attend Reunion of Fam- 
ily—Starts East: at Once and After 
Making Address at Dinner in Toron- 
to Will Return to London. poe 


Gilbert Parker of London, author, Mem- 
ber of Parliament, and imperialist; con- 
demned Rudyard Kipling last night in un- 
measured terms. Mr. Parker came to Chi- 
cago for the purpose of being present at the 
reunion of his brothers, which, took place 
yesterday. Harry Parker came from St. 
Paul, Frederick Parker from New York, 
and the novelist from England. All are 
guests of Lionel Parker of Chicago. To- 
morrow Gilbert Parker leaves for England 
via Toronto, where he will speak at the din- 
ner in honor of the opening of the provincial 
Legislature. 

Condemns Kipling’s Politics. 

“I have no criticism to make of Mr. Kip- 
ling’s poetry,” said he, “ but I cam speak 
of his politics only in terms of unqualified 
condemnation. In this last poem he gives 
utterance to sentiments which affect the: 
whole empire, in which, of course, he has. 
an enormous influence. I share all Mr. 
Ktpling’s love and respect for that empire. _

UNABLE TO PAY OUT FUNDS. 
Payment of Employes, Issue of $400,- 
OOO School Bonds, and Letting of 
Contracts Blocked by Vacancy. 


} Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 6.—[Special.]—The 
City of Milwaukee is financially at a stand- 
still. The @ity Clerk refuses to pay out a 
cent without an order signed by the Con- 
troller—and there is no Controller, 

Among the matters hung up thereby are 
the payment of city employés, the issuing of 
$400,000 school bonds, the letting of various 
contracts, and the preparation of the annual 
budget. | 

The office of Controller was rendered va- 
cant by the commitment of Controller John 
R. Wolf to the county hospital for the in- 
sane on Saturday last. Mayor Rose offered 
the position of Controller to ex-Governor 
George W. Peck, who had just about de- 
cided to accept the position, but on learning 
that no provision had been made in the city 
charter for such an emergency decided to- 
night to refuse the appointment. 

It is the opinion of City Attorney Carl 
Runge that the vacancy can only be filled 
by a special election, notice of which must 
be given six days tn advance. 

‘Mayor Rose late tonight announced he 
would appoint George H. Chafe to the office 
of City Controller. The question of legality 
will come up for consideration after the ap- 
pointment has been acted on by the the Council. 


| RAILROAD COMPANY INDICTED. 


Alleged Threat to to Discharge Union Em- 
ploye Results in Action UF Federal 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 6.—[ Special. jJ—The 
Federal grand jury returned an indictment 
against the New York, New Haven and Hari- 
- ford Hailroad company this afternoon in the 
United States District Court before Judge 
Lowell. The action of the grand jury is most 
unusual. The indictment accuses the de- 
fendant of threatening «an employé of an 
interstate commerce carrier with loss of em-

A runaway horse dragging a carriage con- 
taining the children of Thomas 8.

UNITED STATES JUDGE IS 
PUNISHED FOR CONTEMPT. 


Arthur H. Noyes Fined $1,000 and Dis- 
trict Attorney and Assistant Sen- 
tenced to Prison. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 6.—The United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals today fined 
Judge Arthur H. Noyes $1,000 for contempt 
of court. United States District Attorney 
Joseph K. Wood and his assistant, C. A. 8. 
Frost were sentenced to imprisonment for 
terms of four months and one year, respec- 
tively. The only one of the defendants 
present was Frost.

NO SEAT, NO PAY PLAN OPPOSED. 


Mayor Harrison presented a special mes- 
sage to the City Council last night, giving 
in detail his views on -the traction fran- 
chise extension problem. No sooner was 
the message read than the whole question 
became a matter of discussion among the 


Aldermen. Members of the Committee on > 


Local Transportation announced their 
views and these were found to be widely at 
variance with'the Mayor's recommenda- 
tions. There was no parliamentary reason 
or excuse for the oratory, but it burst forth 
and could not be stopped. 

The charge was made that the Mayor 
was playing to the galleries; that he shoul 
have given the committee, of which h 
was a member, the advantage of his ideas 
before its report was made; and should not 
have waited until afterward to present = 
message which differed so radically fro 
the conclusions of the committee. It wal 
urged that the committee had done the 
best it could and that the Mayor's recom- 
were no better. 


Conflicts with Report. 
The message from the Mayor contained 
several recommendations which the 
mittee had refused, and opposed some it had 


advocated. The widest difference between 
the Message ard the ort was that the 
Tatter urged a speedy: of the-frag-% 


tion questfon, while the massage advocated 
delay, at least until the Legislatyre had pro- 
vided for municipal ownership and control. 
Then the Mayor wanted a referendum of 
important matters, especially that of direet 
compensation versus lower fares, and he 
urged mandatory ordinances to correct Cx- 
isting abuses while a settlement of the whole 
question is pending. 

It was, however, those parts of the mes- 
sage counseling against any immediate act- 
tion which clashed most sharply with the 
committee report, and to which exception 
was taken most strongly. : 


Some of the Mayor’s Ideas. 

In the message itself nearly every phase of 
the question is discussed. The Mayor does not 
commit himself absolutely upon the matter 
of compensation, but he leans towards di- 
rect compensation to the city in preference 
to low fares, declaring in favor of a com- 
bination of hoth, which would give low tomy 
during rush hours. 

To the laboring men who have dectarah 
themselves in favor of reduced rates, and t& 
other adherents of this method of cémpen= 
sation, the Mayor points out that nothing

Only Two Points Disputed. — 

‘‘These propositions I conceive to be fun- 
damental. On atl save two there seems 
to be practical unanimity of opinion among 
public-spirited citizens. As for the two 
disputed propositions, the line of demarca- 
tion seems sharply cut and clearly defined. 
As yet, in the discussions we have heard, 
the question of the referendum seems to 
have been avoided, as if by unanimous con- 
sent, while public ownership is approached 


| by the various disputants much as a mat- 


ter of painful necessity and with a fixed de- 
termination to eliminate it from the con- 
troversy expeditiously and conclusively. 

“On the question of a betterment of ac- 
commodations one and all seem agreed.

‘Straps a Source of Profit. 

“In formulating a demand for a more fre- 
quent car service it must be realized that. 
the more seats a company provides the 
smaller in all equity must be the compensa- 
tion demanded of it. ‘The greatest’ profit in 
the street car business comes from the fares. 
paid by the patrons who hang on the straps. 
As we lessen their number the smalier will 
be the returns the companies..will receive 
on their investment,. and.the-smaller,: of 
course, will be their profit, The smailer the 
profit, the less compensation they can affor 
and should in justice be expected to pay. 
Compensation, however, is a secondary de- 
mand. The first demand, indeed the pre- 
requisite to all consideration of the ques- 
tion, is a betterment of conditions, which, as 
they exist today, should not be tolerated 
in a community inspired with the slightest 
regard for public morality or common de- 
cency. 


Will Not Wait for Seats, 

“ Personally I am not an adherent of the 
‘no seat, no fare’ propaganda. In theory I 
admit its absolute justice; in practice, in 
this country at least, it will not work. The 
American péople are.a nervous, excitable 
people, unwilling to abide restraint, always 
in a hurry. In the cities of the old world 
no objection is made to the hanging out of a 
card conveying the information that all the 
geats in a public vehicle are occupied;- the 
law requires the conductor to refuse per- 
mission to a single passenger to enter the 
conveyance until a seat has been vacated. 
The citizen, apparently never in a hurry, 
stands on ie corner, patiently awaiting a 
ore vith seating accommodation for 

im. 

‘“* Imagine the result of a serious attempt to 
enforce such conditions in Chicago and the 
impracticability of the plan as far as a local 
environment) is concerned becomes ap- 
parent. The people demand merely a rea- 
sonable increase in the number of cars op- 
erated, making it possible for the majority 
to secure a seat if they desire tod wait and 
enabling those who choose to stand to stand 
in something akin to comfort and. with a 
fair chance of obtaining a seat during some 
period of their ride. | 


For Underground Trolley. 


“ The questions of the underground trolley, 
the grooved rail, the paving of rights of way, 


_the realignment of terminals, publicity of 


accounts, as well as the waiver of all rights 
under the so-called ninety-nine-year act, 
hardly for discusgion. 

“In the annual message I submitted to 
your honorable body at the close of the year 
1900 I suggested the establishment in this 
city of the Washington system of shifting 
at some givefi point from the overhead.to 
the undérground trolley, A district bounded 
by North avenue on the north, -Western 
on, she west, and Twenty-second 
street on the south was suggested as a ter- 
ritory within which all trolley wire should 
be placed in underground conduits.

essary properly to drain the conduits. 


Publicity of Accounts. 
“Publicity of accounts is demanded by 
advanced municipal thought, and, taken to- 
gether with the keeping of accounts accord- 
ing to certain prescribed forms, would be- 
come imperative were the various companies 
to be required to pay a percentage of gross 
receipts into the City Treasury as com- 
pensation. — 

Waive 09-Year Act. 

**In my speech of acceptance of the nom- 
ination for Mayor in 1890 I said: 

“* Then another clause that 
serted in any grant to a street railway com- 
pany is that the acceptance of the grant shall 
act as a direct waiver of all rights the street 
railway may have under the ninety-nine- 

** Head this waiver been insisted on in 1883, 
when the last general extension ordinance 
assed, the relative positions of the city 
and the traction companies today- would be 
materially altered. The ninety-nine-year 
act, as well as municipal ownership, were 
thoroughly discussed in 1883, and after dis- 
cussion a compromise was entered into be- 
tween the city and the traction companies; 
as a result, today we have the same ques- 
tions again to grapple with and settle. 
Would we be doing our full duty to our- 
selves and justice to our posterity if, with 
a full Knowledge of the and the lesson of 
ite mistakes before our eyes, we entered 
upon a new compromise and saddied the 
next generation with two problems we have 
it in our power absolutely to settle today? 

Differ on Compensation Plan. 

“There is, again, absolute unanimity of 
sentiment on the proposition that no grant 
ef franchise shall be made which does not 
insure adequate compensation to the munici- 
pality.. There is, however, an honest differ- 
ence of opinion on the method of paying the 
compensation. 

“One argument appeals directly to the 
self-interest of the many, and is much used 
by those whd love to travel with what they 
take to be the popular current. Onthe other 
hand, arguments loolging to a tangible recog- 
nition of his rights may be made in favorof 
the citizen who pays in direct form the taxes 
which run the wheels of the municipal gov- 
ernment. Is he not entitled to some consid- 
eration? In anything tending to relieve his 
burden a step is taken towards an improve- 
ment of local conditions. 

“A lowering of taxation makes Chicago a 
desirable city to live in and to do business 
in; whatever adds to the attraction of Chi- 
cago to the trader and to the manufacturer 
will bring about an increase of trade and 
an increase of production. These mean more 
work for the wage-earner and a higher rate 
of wage for the work he does. 7 

‘In short, it may be urged that, while the 
wage-earner, under the direct compensation 
plan, may be paying en indirect tax, not 
only will he be contributing to the material 
greatness and business stability of his city, 
but he will be increasing his own chances of 
securing steady work at an advanced rate 
of pay, 
Public Health a Factor. 

_“ Moreever, if the lump sum of compensa- 
tion, as it is in, be placed in a trust 
fund to be ased solely for the repair and 
cleaning of streets and alleys, the wage- 
earner will derive an immediate and tangible 
benefit from his indireet tax. The streets 
and alleys of Chicago cannot properly be 
cleaned and maintained at an annual ex- 
penditure of less than $5,000,000 per year; 
this is five times the amount now annually 
expended upon them, and far in excess of 
any sum the municipality has reason to ex- 
pect from taxation for many years to come. 

“Clean, wholesome streets a alleys 
mean the better health of the citizen. Condi- 
tions are worse today in the district where

“Thanks to thé battles of the dast five 
years, ore proposition, as far as this city is 
concerned, ‘is and immutable—that in 
whatever form it be paid, compensation fair 
‘and. adequate’ must 'he given to the munici- 
pality by the corperations for the privileges 
‘they are to 

Require Beeder Lines. 

“The city in‘ any grant should reserve 
specifie authority to order the construction 
of feeder lines in newly developed territories, 
It should not be left solely to the corpora- 
tions te decide whether a feeder line shouid 
be constructed:or not. On the other hand, 
proper safeguards should be required to pre- 
vent unreasonable demands for extensions 
prompted by personal interests or specula- 
tive real estate schemes. aps 

‘‘In all parts of the city lines have been 
built not for the purpose of meeting popular 
demand, nor to serve a public need, but 
rather to place an insurmountable bar in the 
way of a possible competitive company. The 
operation of these lines serves no good pur- 

se and entails unnecessary expense upon 

he companies. The public is not interested 
in the maintenance of superfiuous lines. It 
is interested in ecanomical management, for 
economy of operation means an increase of 
profit, and from an inerease of profit the 
city would be enabled to demand a greater 
compensation, 
Deny Franchise Transfer. 

“An extension ordinance properly drafted 
should contain a clause prohibiting absolute- 
ly the transfer ef the franchise to a non- 
resident or foreign ecorporatien. The recent 
efforts of certain cerporations to prevent a 
fair assessed valuation from being placed on 
their capital stock and franchises by the 
State Board of Equalization, and the threats 
of the methods that might legally be em- 
ployed to escape such a valuation, should 
serve asan ample warning to your honorable 
body so to guard a franchise as to give ample 
protection to the people's rights. 

“There would be nothing of an unreason- 
able character in the imposition of such 4 
prohibitive clause as I have suggested, and 
while the reason for it may seem far fetched, 
too stringent measures cannot be adopted in 
guarding against a possible breach of the 
laws of equity and-justice. ; 


For Municipal Ownership. 

**T have already commented upon the prac- 
tical unanimity of sentiment in reference to 
all but’ two of the various features to be 
considered in a possible franchise extension 
ordinance, as developed by the recent discus’ 
sions of the topic at the public hearings held 
under the auspices ef your Committee up 
Local Transportation. The disputed points, 
to my mind, are of cardinaiimportance. No 
ordinance can be passed without my most 


future public ownership as well as for the 
referendum. 
“If popular sentiment favors, aye, de- 
mands, an immediate settlement of the trat- 
tion question, the politician who places him- 
self in opposition thereto is engaged in sow- 
ing a political wind from which later on he 
may reap a political whirlwind. It would 
certainly seem ill-advised, to say the least, 
for one who must trust to popular favor for 
the accomplishment. of his desires ta fly in 
the face of popular sentiment clearly ex- 
Baber Moreover, practically every address 
de at the recent public hearings has con- 
ceded the existence of a strong sentiment in 
favor of municipal ownership. But, comes 
the answer, no matter how popular the idea 
of municipal ownership may be, the demand 
for an immediate settlement of the franchise 
question is imperative and must be heeded. 
“Where, then, shall we draw the line of 
demarcation between what must be conceded 
by the people to gain the inestimable boon 
of an early settlement, and what must not 
be conceded, even for so necessary a pur- 
pose? If we start out making concessions to 
the street car companies, even before they 
have asked a hearing, what must we ex- 
pect to have demanded of us when the con- 
troversy shali really be on and when we 
shall be actively engaged in it? What guar- 
anty will the people have that compensation, 
reduced fares, good service, underground 
trolleys, in fact, any or all of the reforms 
about which we are today declaiming so 
vociferously, may not also be yielded up as 
further concessions with which to buy the 
precious boon of an immediate settlement. 
“For. my part, I regard myself as under 
a pledge to the people to do all in my official 
and individual power to bring about the pos- 
sibility of municipal 


Legislative Act First. 


“The immediate question is: Do the 
great masses of the plain people desire 
municipal ownership or not? If they wish 
it, their desire cannot be granted by any’ 
mere juggling of words. No man at all alive | 
to political conditions will honestly gainsay 
the fact that to put a future municipal 
ownership clause in a franchise quianaton 
ordindénce, and then trust to a future Legis- 
laturesto pass enabling legislation, would be 
mere verbal legerdemain, accomplishin 
nothing. The people expect and are entitled 
at por hands of yeur honorable body to 
s0m ng more nourishing and satisfy 
than Dead Sea fruit. : ing 

“If municipal ownership is to be obtained 
the passage of enabling legislation must be 
a condition precedent to ‘the granting of | 
the desired extensions. Once pass the ex- 
tension ordinances and the prevention of 
the passage of enabling | lation at | 
Springfield is made too easy for the trac- 
tion companies. It is far easier to prevent 
than to secure the passage of legislation; 
the people learned this lesson to their bitter 
cost at the last session of the Legislature. 
If the traction companies had kept hands off 
the measure proposed by a committee of 
your honorable body would have been 
passed and Chicago would have been in a 
position today to meet and deal with the | 
corporations on fair and even terms.” 


Demanded by the People. 

The Mayor explained how the traction 
companies had obstructed legislation at 
Springfield, and then reviewed the history of | 
attempts at municipalization in Chicago.

Liaw Enables a Referendum.

Solves Petition Prablem. 

“Whe securing of the signatures of the 
necessary 25 per cent of the voting citizens 
of Chicago would seem a formidable bar to 
action under the provisions of this act were 
it not that in securing them we can count 
upon the aid and assistance of al! the public- 
spirited bodies which have made themselves 
heard at the public hearings of your honora- 
ble body, as well as of the press of the city, 
of citizens who take an absorbing interest 
in the solving of the franchise problem, and 
of the traction companies themselves. 

‘Tt would suggest that in any ordinance 
‘your honorable body may feel called upon 
at the present or at any future time to pass

MOVE AGAINST OGDEN COMPANY 


Council at Mayor’s Instance Directs 
Controller to Receive No More 
Money as Compensation. 


Aside from the traction problem and the 
reclaiming of new streets the most impor- 
tant matter before the Council related to the 

Ogden Gas company. On recommendation 
of Mayor Harrison the Council passed an 
ordinance prepared by the Corporation 
Counsel declaring forfeited the franchise of 
the Ogden company and ordering the Con- 
troller to receive no more money from that 
company as compensation under its fran- 
echise. It was explained it was necessary, in 
order to help the city in the suit it now has.on 
hand trying to have the courts declare void 
the franchise on account of the company’s 
alleged consolidation with the People's. 

-. With the ordinance Corporation Counsel 
Walker sent in-a letter setting forth that if 
the city kept on receiving money as com- 
pensation for its ordinance from the Ogden 
company the courts might decide in the suit 
now pending that such receipt acted as an 
equitable estoppel on the city from contest- 
ing the validity of the franchise, and so, to 
avoid this difficulty and-help the city in 
other branches of the lawsuit, he would rec- 
ommend the passage of the ordinance. 


Higher Buildings Planned. 

Applications for permits to erect the six- 
teen-etory building at Dearborn and Mon- 
roe streets contemplated by the First Na- 
tional Bank and the fourteen-story building 
in State street planned by Otto Young, as 
well as to allow the Tribune Building to 
put on four additional stories, and to allow 
a similar addition to the Hantford Building, 
were all referred to the Committee on Streets 
and Alleys South, after a motion to suspend 
the rules had been defeated by 88 yeas to 27 
nays, not the necessary two-thirds. 

The old Larrabee Street Police Station 
property was sold to ex-Alderman Frank 
W. Alw for $40,525. ee 

Mayor Harrison sent in the name of James 
G. Hubbell as Deputy Controller to succeed 
B. Allen Frost, and the nomination wais con- 
firmed. Mr. Hubbell is the present chief 
clerk in the office. He came to Chicago in 
the employ of Haskins & Sells when that 
firm. took up the work -of reorganizing the 
accounting system of Chicago. . 


Ask More Pay for Firemen. 

The ordinance asking a horizonta) in- 
crease of 10 per eent in ‘the salaries of all 
uniformed members of the city’s Fire de- 
partment—affecting all employés from Mar- 
shais te fire alarm operators—was introduced 
by Alderman Dixon. The measure was re- 
ferred to the Finance committee. . 

Alderman Smuiski sent {in an ordinance 
requiring that policemen now performing 
service as messengers be put on regular 
duty, and boys be employed at salaries not 
to exceed $230 a month. The matter was re- 
ferred to the Finance committee. 

As an argument for the increase asked in 
policemen’s salaries, Alderman Goldzier sub- 
mitted and had printed a tabulated state- 
ment showing the per capita expenditure in 
in @ score of the larger cities for police 
service. Chicago is about the lowest of all, 

Alderman Mavor had passed on order that 
the Controller pay city employés 75 per cent 
of their salaries during the months of Janu- 
uary and February, until the new appropri-

SENTED IN COUNCIL MEETING. 


Various Reforms Demanded, but All 
Call for Drustie Measures to Compel 
the Operation of More Trains—Many 
Complaints About Subarbar Lines— 
Corporation Counsel Walker Says 
Fares Can Be Regulated and Ade- 
quate Machinery Required. 


Nine orders demanding reforms in the 
eity’s street railway service were presented 
to the Council last evening. In each instance 
a demand was made that the city take dras- 
tic measures to bring about the operation of 
a sufficient number of cars to have conges- 
tion relieved by requirfng the companies ta 
run mere cars, calling for sweeping changes 
in the running time, and the conditions of the 
‘‘owl’’ service, and proper lighting of cars. 
In several instances public protests accom- 
panied these orders. : 


“Milwaukee Avenue Order Passed. 
Alderman Keeney attacked the Milwaukee 
avenue cable system of the Union Traction 
company with an order requiring that more 
ears be run. He said that passengers are 
now packed in unventilated, rickety ‘ cable 
hacks "’ like so many cattle. The order was 
passed and the Public Werks Commissioner 
and Law department are instructed to use 
every effort to bring the company to time. 

He further asked that the com y be 
required to have all cars on this line proper- 
ly lighted. 

They light ’em with candles now,’ shout- 
ed one member of the Council. This order, 
however, was sent to the Local Transporta- 
tion committee for action. 

Alderman Patterson presented an order 
demanding that the Union Traction company 
and the City railway company be prevented 
from blockading down-town terminals by 
unnecessary delays. 

The night car service was condemned by 
Alderman Finn. He declared it was wholly 
inadequate and the cause of much discom4 
fort. The Local Transportation committee 
was ordered to investigate, prepare a sched- 
ule for the running of these cars, and en- 
force it. 

Citizens of the Twenty-seventh Ward 
added a protest to the complaint against the 
Consolidated Traction company’s service in 
Irving Park boulevard, Montrose boulevard, 
and Lawrence avenue. The matter went to 
the Local Transportation committee... 


‘‘ Tdeal Ordinance’”’ Attacked. 

Alderman Bisfeldt @emanded’ that the 
Local Transportation committee amend !ts 
“ideal ordinance’’ by requiring that 
companies pave, keep in repair, and sprinkle 
the entire width of streets in which lines 
are operated. 

Alderman Hunter, backed by a protest from 
citizens, sent in a complaint against the 
service of the Consolidated Traction com- 
pany in West Chicage avenue. The Cicero 
and Proviso Street railway company was 
held, too, not te provide sufficient cars. 

The Local Transportation ittée 
called on by Alderman Eisfeldt to investi- 
gate the plans of the Chicago and Jefferson 
Urban company to extend its Hne in Grand 
avenue from Fortieth street to Fifty-first 
street. 

Alderman Dixon had passed an order that 
the City Attorney enforce the law requir- 
ing street railway companies to keep watch- 
men at crossings over the tracks of steam 
railroads. 

Opinion from Walker, 

Corporation Counsel Walker sent an opin- 
ton to the effect that the city had the right 
to regulate street car fares, no matter what 
might be the conditions of the franchise or- 
dinance, and that the Council had the right 
to demand that worn-out machimery be re- 
placed by new. The opinion said: 

“The only limitation on the right to reg- 
ulate fares is that the ordinanee must 
reasonable. I think it would be reasonable 
to charge passengers who are required to 


stand lower fares, since. the service rendered | 


is cheaper and inferior. 

“If the service rendered by the Union 
Traction company in Wells and North Clark 
streets is bad, owing to its defective cable, 
the city has the power to compel the com- 
pany to replace it with one capable of doing 
the work." . | |

WILD SCENES ON FLOOR. 


Tammany Members Demand Evi- 
dence That Efforts to Bribe 
Councilmen Were Made. 


ROOSTER LOOSE IN CHAMBER 


New York, Jan. 6.—-[Special.]—-Mayor Low 
today declared ‘to the Board of Aldermen 
that New York is no longer on the map of 
the “ world of graft,’’ and the Aldermen de- 
manded of the Mayor that he explain his as- 
sertion that attempts at bribing Aldermen 
have been made. Mayor Low’s remarks 
were contained in his first message, and the 
Aldermen gave vent to their feelings in a 
resolution. 

The meeting of the Board of Aldermen, 
which began at noon, was disorderly, but 
there were no arrests. Tammany members 
were responsible for the uproar. First they 
tried to get the privileges of the floor for one 
year for all former members, heads of de- 
‘partments, and head clerks. Failing in this 
they introduced a resolution asking the 
Mayor to tell the board all he knows about 


the attempt to bribe a fusion Alderman. 


Every Tammany Alderman tried to speak 
at once on the resolution, and the disturb- 
ance became serious that only a motion 
for a ten minutes’ recess saved the day. 


Alderman Comes on Stretcher. 

The meeting of the beard was preceded by 
a caucus of the fusion majority for the pur- 
pose of making up the procedure of the day. 
A sensation was! produced in the City Hall 
when Alderman Mathews, a straight-out 
Republican from the Twenty-first District, 
was carried into the caucus on a stretcher. 

Mr. Mathews hae been suffering from ap- 
pendicitis, and he would have been in bed 
today but for the gravity of the situation 
that called for the presence of every fusion 
member of the board in order thet the guc-. 
cess and efficiency of the reform administra- 
tion might be assured. 

Just after the session opened an admirer 
of John L. Florence, a fusion Alderman from 
the Twenty-fourth District, let go @ live 
cock from the gallery, which fluttered down 
on an Alderman’s head and gave a resound- 
ing crow to the edification and amusement 
of everybody. Mr. Florence had on his desk 
a@ tremendous horseshoe of flowers, topped 
by a stuffed gamecock. 


Ask Proof of Bribery. 

"The real explosion of the day came when

Mayor Orders “‘ Graft” Stopped, 

All this row happened before the message 
of the Mayor had been read to the board, 
and, attention being called to this fact, the 
message was read.

“If during the next two any citizen, 
or any employé of the cit¥, pays money il- 
legitimately, either to avoid injury or incon- 
yenience, or to secure his rights, he will do 
it because he wants to and not ause he 


must. 
Promises Safety to All. 

“No one, from the largest corporation to 
the poorest bootblack, need pay one dime 
for protection from harm or to secure just 
treatment at the hands of the city. govern- 
ment. No laborer or other employé need 
part with one cent of his salary to any one,’ 
either in or out of the city government. 

“The whole force of the administration 
will be exerted continuously, aggressively, 
and in every possible way, to prevent and 
to punish this sort of iniquity.

These artificial 
persons, except insurance companies, rail- 
road companies; building and loan associa- 
tions, and certain banking companies, are 
practically under no restraint by the State, 
and make NG reports to her officers, Large 
mining, manufacturing, commercial, and 
other enterprises are carried on by and 
through them. Because they are created 
by the State, and possess certificates bear- 
ing: the: Mnpress of her seal, people are led 
to believe that they ate safer to do business 
with, and are More @ntitied to credit, than 
are private pattmerships and individuals. 


Worthy of Confidence. 

“Tn many cases they are less worthy of

the Capital Stock has been paid. This is an 
unfortunate condition of affairs. The State, 
before she gives these corporations her ap- 
proval permits them to do business, 
ought to Fequire that all their capital stack 
be Pal i? money and invested in the busi- 
ness they propose to transact.

GIRL MURDERED; 
BODY IN RIVER. 


Peerless Exposes a Crime 
to the Police. 


ACCUSES OOK THOMS. 


Says This Man Choked Minnie 
Larson to Death and Sunk 
Her in Slip. 


VICTIM HIRED TO WORK. 


The body of a thurdered girl was taken 
from the river, near the steamer Peeériess, at 
Sangamon and Twenty-first streets, yester- 
day morning and Louis Thoms, cook on the 
boat, was locked up charged with the crime. 

Robert Keissig, a sailor on the Peer! 
accused Thoms of the murder, and it Was 
upon his statements that the Canalport 
“24 aad police acted in searching for the 


“There is not a shadow of a doubt,” said 
Police Lieutenant Haines, “‘ that we have 
the right man. A more atrocious murder 
could hardly have been committed.” 


Thoms Engages the Girl to Work. 

- As the patrol wagon drove away from the 
Burlington slip, where the Peerless lies in 
winter quarters, Thoms protested a mistake 
had been made. Later in the day it was as- 
certained at the Hliinois Free Employment 
Agency, 9 Canal street, that a man giving 
the name of J. G, Pratt called a week ago 
yesterday and made application for a woman 
cook to work on a steamboat. Minnie Lar- 
son, who registered at the office, was en- 
gaged for the position. The man was 
Thoms, according to Miss Catharine Henne- 
berry, who is connected with the employ- 
ment agency. 

On the pretense that he was going to buy 


ing after the murder, and, going directly to 
the home of his sister, at 567 West Huron 
street, he remained there until Sunday. Then 
he decided to tell all to the police. 


 Keissig Tells the Polite. 

Briefly the young sailor told his story to 
Captain Wheeler of the Maxwell Street Bta- 
tion. It was a recital of a young woman's 
desperate struggle at 2 o’clock in the morn- 
ing in the kitchen of the steamer, of her 
being choked to death, of weights being tied 
to her neck and feet, and of her consignment 
to the botiom of the slip through a hole in 
the ice. 

It was this story that sent a dozen de- | 
tectives scurrying out of the Canalport Ave- 
nue Station in search of Thoms. He was 
arrested Sunday at midnight and was 
locked up at the Canalport Avenue Station. 
There in his presence yesterday morning 
Keissig repeated the story of the murder, 
and Thoms denied all of it.

The aaey told by Keissig dates back to 
the last day in December, when.

The young women arrived 
at the vessel in the evening, according to 
Keissig. At 2 o’clock in the morning Keis- 
sig was aroused by hearing Thoms talk- 
ing to the young woman and demanding 
that she prepare breakfast at once. 

was sleeping on the kitchen floor,” 
said Keissig. ‘‘ Minnie, as Thoms called 
her, came from her room and asked where 
the meat was kept. Thoms pointed to a 
door and said the meat could be found 
eutside. The woman started toward it 
when Thoms leaped upon her and choked 
her.

The 
answers amount to an expression of her 
apinion in the case, which she has previous- 
ty given out in interviews. 


Answers All Questions. 


They are in part as follows: 

“Do you believe Mrs. Matz rectived a 
letter written by the person who wrote the 
Farson letter?’ 

“ I know nothing of this letter except what 
I have read in the papers. They state that 
it is a letter confessing the authorship of 
the anonymous’ letter.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 6.—The Senators 
and Representatives of the Pacific coast who 
have been considering a bill for Chinese 
exclusion have perfected a measure which 


days. It is much more comprehensive than 
any bills that have been presented hereto- 
fore on this subject, most of which simply 
provide for excluding Chinese or re- 
enacting the Geary law. The bill under 
consideration contains forty-five pages. It 
does not ltmit itself to any term of years, 
as did the Geary act, but if passed in its 
present form would be perpetual unless re- 

The bill declares that all Chinese other 
than citizens of the United States. or those 
who are secured in coming to and residing 
in the United States under the present 
treaty with China shall be refused admis- 
sion and returned to the country whence 
they came at the expense of thé transpor- 
tation company bringing them. Transpor- 
tation companies bringing (Chinese to the 
United States shall detafn them: until their 
right of admission shall be ascertained. 


Heavy Penalties Provided.

Bill Providing Temporary Government 
for Islands to Be Introduced Today 


by Senator Lodge. ~ 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 6.—Senator Lodge, 
chairman of; the Committee on Philippines, 
tomorrow will introduce a bill for a tempo- 
rary government of the Philippines, drafted 
after many consultations with the War de- 
partment officials directly interested in in- 
Sular affairs and the government of the 
Philippines. The bill will not be made a part 
of the Philippine revenue bill which has 
passed: the House, but will be an independent 
measure. 

The bill does not attempt to establish a new 
form of government in the Philippines, but 
confirms the action of President McKinley 
in creating a commission and ratifies the acts 
of that commission under the instructions of 
the President dated April 7, 1900. It also 
gives the President authority while there is 
armed resistance in any part of: the isiands 
to the United States to regulate and control 
interisland commerce. 

Section 4, following the Porto Rican act, 
gives the government of the Philippines power 
to improve the harbors and other instru- 
ments of commerce, and section 5, also fol- 
lowing the Porto Rican act,:turns over to 
the government of the Philippines all lands 
devoted now to public use, bridges, high- 
ways, etc. 

Under section 6 the government of the Phil- 
ippines is empowered to make rules and regu- 
lations for the disposition of public lands, 
other than timber and mineral lands, such 
regulations to have the force and effect of 
law only after they have been approved by 
the President and Congress. 

Then follows a series of provisions to en- 
able the commission to perfeet the title of 
persons now occupying public lands and to 
lease and sell lands to such persons or give 
them to occupants without compensation.’ 
This is to provide for the small native land- 
holders, who are occupying, and for a long 
time have occupied, public lands, but who 
posh no titles to protect them in their hold- 

Next comes provisions in regard to the 
timber lands, which are not to be sold or 
leased by the commission, who have power 
only to issue’ licenses to cut timber under 


{ the forestry regulations now in force in the 


islands. The provisions in regard to the 
timber lands are followed by a number of 
sections as'to mineral lands.

“REPORTS SMALLPOX CASES.

The elder of these two lat- 
fer cases had a mild attack and is recover- 
ing; the younger. coming down at the same 
time, had a severe case of confluent small- 
pox and died-on Jan. 3.

There is not in English literature a more 


extraordinary use of the language than is to 
be found in Frederick, Baron Corvo’s 


P. Dutton & Co., New York). Baron Corvo 
is ignorant of the English vernacular and 
has a grandiose style, essentially Italian—a 
pompous and swelling vocabulary, which the 
Duke of an Italian feudal city, walled and 
guarded, might have found appropriate when 
addressing a rival Duke. Nor does Baron 
Corvo disdain to acknowledge his full ap- 
-preciation of the use and importance of 
words, titles, and designations.

He describes her 
gowns, her devotion. to her children, her 
merciful edict of protection to the Jews, and, 
finding no evil in all her life, sees her safely 
to the vault of the Borgias with the pious 
wish: ‘‘ May she rest in the fragrant peace of 
her deeds,’”’ (But one remembers too late 
that one should not have said “ Lucrezia 
Borgia,” but the Duchess Lucrezia Borgia 
ad’ Este!) | 

The author objects to the claim that the 
middle ages were immoral—the present time, 
he admits, is immoral, but the days of the 
fifteenth and sixteenth centuries were naked, 
unmoral, unashamed days, which loved 
beauty and hid not their desires. The at- 
tempt of one man to put out the eyes of 
another because those eyes had enchanted 
the damigella elegantissima Madonna An- 
géla de Borja y Lancol is referred to as pos- 
sessing the “naif unpaltering straightfor- 
wardness of the sixteenth century.’ 

To have the same standards of niorals for 
the mighty and the lowly is a mistake in 
taste and in judgment, the author insinu- 
ates, and Borgia, Malatesta, and Cesarini 
should not be judged by standards of morals 
set for and held by “‘ the journalist and the 
lodging-house keeper, or the plumber and 
the haberdasher.”” Their standards are not, 
it appears, sufficiently neif!’’ 

Baron Corvo holds an estimate of woman 
to which even an old German doctrinaire 
would blush to confess. He says that Lu- 
crezia’s edicts were full of misspelled words, 
as are the communications of all good and 
distinguished woman, and he has gone to 
the trouble to make a sort of codicil or 
addendum for the express purpose, apparent- 
ly, of telling what he thinks about women. 
The women of the Borgia era, he says, had 
“not renounced and abjured the observa- 


} tion of the maxim of Euripides, ‘Women 


should stay at home and talk.’’’ Womenof 
intellect he refers to as “‘the freaks, the 
Sports of Nature,” and “splenetic seilf- 
assertive abnormalities.”’ 
It would seem wiser for him to refrain 

reference to the splenetic, for while he piles 
titles of honor and adjectives of adulation 
upon the Borgia, he refers to their enemies 
in picturesquely vituperative terms. He 
terms Savonarola a mattoid,’’ Charles 
VITL. a “ self-conceited little abortion,” and

The ermine- 
fringed coat hiding the poisoned dagger, the 
dark shadow by! the abutment, the leap in 
the dark, the desperate, mortal groan of the 
dispatched opponent, the insolent swagger 
of the noble assassin—too mighty to rebuke, 
much. less’ arraign—would serve better the 
uses of the impassioned author of “ The 
Chronicles of the House of Borgia.” It its 
dull for him that he has fallen upon days so

In the first place, the illustrations by Miss 
Armstrong are exquisitely quaint, befitting, 
and expressive. Almost of themselves they 
tell the story charmingly. 

The story. itself is simple. There ts no at- 
tempt at any complexity of plot. There are 
» not a dozen characters in all, and one of 
these is a dog. Bernardo and Laurette were 
twins. Their original home was in Alsace. 
Their mother, who had come from sunny 
Savoy, had died. Their father, a French sol- 
dier, had died in the French-German war 
He had left woril that if the Germans suc- 
ceeded in wresting Alsace from France, the 
children should somehow make their way to 
the land from which’ their mother had come. 

It is a delightful, though not remarkably 
artistic story which traces their brave wan- 
derings through strange places until finally 
they find shelter in the home of a certain 
recluse gardener near the Town of Sierne. 
Nothing could exceed his gentleness and 
depth of love for them. It comes out that, 
years before, their mother had been the ob- 
ject of his romantic devotion until a winsome 
soldier came along and won her hand.
